Those counties reporting the lar- 
gest yield are Nelson, 12 bushels; 
Carlisle, 10 bushels; Fulton, 11 
bushels; Trigg, 10 bushels; Union, 
11 bushels, and Henderson, 9 
bushels. Those counties reporting 
the smallest yields are Allen, 
Breckinridge, Hardin, Madison, 
Meade, Oldham, Simpson 
Washington, 4 bushels each; 
Butler, 3 bushels. 

Cork.— The condition of 
corn crop represents all 
varying from n very low 
in the western counties, caused by 
continued excessive rains, to a 
condition in tho central and east- 
ern portions of the State uniform- 
ly reported as the best prospects 
ever known at this season of 
the year. Western Kentucky has 
experienced an unprecedented sea- 
son of rainfall, which has for tho 
past six weeks prevented cultiva- 
tion as well as planting; as a con- 
sequence the crop is an entire fail- 
ure in the bottoms and lowlands. 
On the upland a cessation of rain 
now would admit of a great part of 
the damage being repaired, but un- 
der no circumstances can a full 
crop be obtained even on the up- 
lands. In the central counties the 
only adverse circumstance reported 
are damage from chinch bug and 
washing Up of the crop by severe 
local rain storms. The crop is re- 
ported as laid by in good condition 
in this section. The counties re- 
porting the highest averages of 
condition are; Henry and Rowan, 
120; Bourbon and Bracken, 115; 
Pendleton, 112; Boone, Lincoln 
and Shelby, 110; Montgomery, 108 ; 
Taylor, 106; Metcalf, Robertson 
and Scott, 105. The counties re- 
porting the lowest average condi- 
tions are Marshall, 50; Graves, 52; 
Union and Ballard, 57 ; Webster, 
60; Calloway, 62; McCracken, 67 ; 
and Caldwell, 68. 

Oats. — Tho improved condition 
of the oat crop, which was indi- 
cated by report of June 1st, has 
been maintained during the month, 
and the crop which is now just 
beginning to bo harvested is, on 
the whole, a promising one. The 
drawbacks reported are a tangled 
and lodged condition in some low- 
land sections ; damage by chinch 
bug; rust in the wet districts, and 
an imperfect stand in some sec- 
tions where tho spring drouth was 
severest. 

Tobacco. — Tho tobacco crop 
represents much the 
tions as shown in tl 
The western counties universally 
report a low average condition, 
culminating in a total failure in a 
few counties. The crop in this 
section, even on the hill lands, is 
reported as overrun with grass and 
weeds, yellowing from excessive 
moisture, and bejng plowed up and 
planted to othercrops. In the cen- 
tral couuties tut crop, witii the ex- 



ception of the bottoms in some sec- 
tions, is tin- finest and most advan- 
ced ever known at this period. A 
large portion of the crop was topped 
by July 1st, and the cultivation has 
been first-class. Worms nre re- 
ported as abundant. Some fear is 
expressed th;it the crop is too far 
advanced for the season. The 
acreage has been reduced since the 
crop wns set by the abandonment 
of fields in the western counties, so 
that on July 1st the number or 
acres growing, as compared with an 
average year is 78. General aver- 
age condition over the State, 02 
The counties showing an average 
of 110 and over are: Woodford, 
Pendleton, Owen. Lincoln, Henry, 
Green, Frunklin, Clark and Brack- 
en. Of these the counties of 
Bracken and Franklin report the 
highest average, 125 each. The 
lowest averages are for Graves, 37 ; 
Carlisle and Marshall, 50; Mc- 
Cracken, 57 ; Hopkins, 60, and Uu- 
ion, 62. 

Hkmp. — The number of acres 
growing, as compared with an av- 
erage year, is 82 per cent. The 
nveragc condition 80 per cent. The 
highest average condition reported 
is from Bourbon county, 105, while 
Mercer furnishes the lowest aver- 
age, 30. 

Orchard Grass. — This crop for 
seed is very much in the nature of 
a failure, only 61 per cent, of an 
overage acreage being harvested. 

Meadows and Pastures. — The 
improvement in meadows has not 
been as marked ne in some other 
crops that suffered from 
drouth. Very little timothy 
been cut up to July 1st. The acre- 
age of clover meadows cut, as com- 
pared with an average year, is 66. 

Pastures in Western Kentucky 
were probably never more luxur- 
iant, though the excessive moisture 
and lack of sunshine has deprived 
the grass of the normal amount of 
nutriment. In Central and Kast- 
ern Kentucky, the pastures arc re- 
ported, in many counties, as still 
scant. 

Live Stock. — The condition of 
live stock is generally reported 
good. Less than the usual amount 
tl hog cholera is noted. A few

Fruit. — Apples are still reported 
as falling badly. The abundant 
peach crop is beginning to be mar- 
keted. Many correspondents re- 
port the price for early peaches as 
too low to pay expenses, with the 
result that this portion of the crop 
is being left to rot on the trees. 
The berry crop has fulfilled all ex- 
pectations, and is the most abun- 
dant for many years.

From the time Is- 
iiiiul which lireside tradition fades into 
Ihc Ira auihentic reemd of Icgcn.latv 
tides, McNabb's MM hud sliiircd with 
il- scanty |Hiptilation iheeiil ItsjaJ of 
a laid neighborhood. Tiqiogrupl.ically . 
it is u mere gash in I he side of Murphy 
MataMi wilh a few acres ol arable 
laud in the center shut in on three sides 
by steep WinmIciI hills, whose Sllllltllils 
aiv the cliIVs of the inouiiluin. Prac- 
t'.e»ll\ inaccessible on three sides, en- 
trance by the fourth is scarcely less 
ilirVictilt. A narrow wagon road winds 
up the sharp ascent which measures 
the li.ii; lit of Ihc cow ulsive t he level of 
Harmony valley; and la-sides this there 
are no means of ingress or egress for 
vehicles, and none for peilcsl rians save 
such as are ..tT.it del by two or three 
rocky trails up the sides of the moun- 
tain. 

The isolation of McNabb - s cue bad 
much to do with its unsavory reputa- 
tion. For ninny years the llynuuis, 
w hoss log farmhouse of "two ]icns and 
a passage" was the only human habila* 
tiou in the small valley, had ucted M 
go between for the illicit distillers on 
the mountain and their cusloniers in 
Harmony vulley.

All pecuniary claims 
amounting to not more than t'Hsi.iNjii. 
for damages or indemnity, ttil questions 
affis'ting dipl. -mat ic or consular privi- 
leges, alleged rights of fishery, access, 
navigation or commercial privilege, and 
all questions referred by special agree- 
ment Is twcen the two parties shall lie 
referred to arbitration and the decision 
shall Is* final. 

In cases of questions of fact or of in- 
ternational law. in volvinir territory or 
territorial rights, sovereignty, jurisdic- 
tion or claims involving more thin 
Iihi.ihki |Miuuds. the decision of the 
lsiard of arbitration shall Is- 
subject to review within throe months 
by a court compulsed of three of 
the judges of the supreme courts of 
Great 'Iritain and three of the judgeaof 
llle supreme court of the I nited Slates, 
and if this court shall determine by a 
majority of not less thyn live to one oil 
any issue tin- award shall Is* final, but 
Iu default of such determination, it 
ahall not be valid. If no protest is en- 
tered bv either power ngainsl the 
award within the lime limited, il shall 
be final 

Any difference, which in the judge- 
ment of either power materially affects 
its honor or the integrity of its terri- 
tory shall not be referred to arbitra- 
tion under t ic treaty, except by six - 
rial agreement. but any difference 
whatever, bv agreement between the 
two powers inuy lie referred for deci- 
sion by arbitratioL with the slipula- 
llless accept.- 1 by both 
decision shall not be 

valid. 

In the instructions Sir Julian is told 
tli.it all matters in dispute can not be 
referred to arbitration, that neither 
government is willing to accept arbi- 
tration upou issues involving national 
honor or integrity, but within this 
wide region the United States desires 
to go further than Great Hritain. 

Secretary ( dney in reply, April 11. de- 
clares th laird Salisbury's proposals 
arc welcomed with the keenest appre- 
ciation of their value and of the en- 
lightened an.l progressive spirit which 
animates them. Hut by the direction 
uf the president he proposes as 
a substitute and amendment that 
arbitration s'.iall also be ob- 
ligatory In respect of all ques- 
tions now pending or hereafter 
arising involving territorial rights, 
boundaries, sovereignty or jurisdiction, 
ur any pecuniary claim or group of 
claims H-*v re 'al ing a sum larger t tm n 
100,000 pounds and in res pent of all 
controversies not in 
ctallv described. 

I'rovided. however, that either con- 
gress or parliament may withdraw the 
same from the operation of this treaty, 
or if congress or parliament be not in 
session, any matters in dispute shall 
not be submitted to arbitration until 
these bodies have had opportunity 
to take action therein. In the 
cases of controversies, the award shall 
be final if concurred in by all the arbi- 
tral >rs. If assented to by a majority 
only the awutd shall be final unless 
one of the parties within three months 
df its promulgation, shall protest in 
writing to the other that the award ia 
erroneous in respect of issue of fact or of 
law. In every such case, the award shall 
be reviewed by a »urt composed of 
three supreme judges of Great Britain 
and the United States, who shall agree 
upon three learned and impartial jur- 
ist* to be added to said court iu case 
they ahall be equally divided upon the 
award to be made.
